 Brutus, and Juhn Wijkes Murt. An
tony, bpzart had arranged s recep
tion for AMr, ,,puotln in hiz little pur
lur gver the stage—the place of so
many sympysiums snd notable gath
eriugks—.h‘nt he neglected to j;;\rite
the brothers to ps‘rticipale. Edwin
knew that Junius Deutus wyuld

leave inunediately in order to es
cort thejr mothar bome, and when
he lenrned thut Staart ind not ex
tended an inviration to the youuger
brother he gent his *dresser” to his
rootn to request his mtendance np
stairs, Jobn Wilkes, however, cha
grined and pigned at what, iu his
charagteristic’ irascivility he eypsid
ered an intentiona! glight, had lelt
the theater.
